EFFECT ON DRIVERS 


| WASHINGTON, July 27 (UP) 
|+—Government medical experts 
suspect that use of tranquilizer 
pills cuts down on safe driving 
ability, according to the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association. 

In some cases, the A.A.A. 
said, the pills “tend to reduce 
reaction time and to impair 
physical co-ordination, both of 
which are essential for safe 
automobile operation.” 

The A.A.A. issued a report 
yesterday basec on interviews 
with scientists at the National 
Institute for Mental Health. It 
noted that 34,000,000 prescrip- 
tions were written for tran- 
quilizers last year and that their 
use is increasing monthly. 

“Extensive studies of the ef- 
fect of tranquilizers on driving 
skill have yet to be conrpleted,” 
the A.A.A. said, “but there is 
little doubt that the drugs re- 
duce the efficiency of some 
drivers.” 

The report stated that Dr. 
| Robert Felix, director of the in- 
stitute, said the drugs “in elim- 
inating anxiety, may also re- 
‘duce the caution that is vital 
to safe driving.”

Although the Post-Dispatch and 
~the rest of the American press are 
understandably preoccupied with the 
»sfthreat to a free press inherent in 
«the recommendations. ef Loyd 
-,Wright’s Commission on Govern- 
. ment Security, it is distressing that 
no editorial criticism has gone be- 
yond the immediate problems of the 
press itself. The press security 
recommendations were only a minor 
_ part of the commission's report. 


The essential problem of the com- 
mission was and is the matter of in- 
dividual freedom in relation to Gov- 
ernment and para-Government em- 
ployment. The commission’s solu-

It would be tragic for the Republican Presi- 
dent of 50 years ago if he were in the White 
House today. For were he alive, Theodore 
Roosevelt would be sickened and saddened— 
and angered—at the betrayal of the vital cause 
of conservation of natural resources in the nar- 
row defeat of the federal Hell’s Canyon dam in 
the House Interior Committee. 


Nearly a half century ago, Theodore Roose- 
velt vetoed a bill to permit a private company 
to build a dam across the James river in Mis- 
souri. Doing so, he alerted the people to the 
vast influence of the utility interests that would 
develop in the years ahead. He sounded this 


warning: 


To give away. without conditions, this 
(water power), one of the greatest of our 
resources, would be an act of folly. If we 
are guilty of it, our children will’ be forced 
to pay an annual return upon capitalization 
based upon the highest prices which “the 
traffic will bear.” 


They will find themselves face to face 
with powerful interests, intrenched behind 
the doctrine of “vested rights” and 
strengthened by every defense which 
money can buy and the ingenuity of able 
corporation lawyers can devise, 

= . - 

Elsewhere in speaking of the nation’s natural 
resources, Theodore Roosevelt said that when 
private and public interests conflict, the ques- 
tion always should be decided from the stand 
point: of. the greatest good of the greatest 
number. ' 

That policy was repudiated 100 per cent by 
every Republican voting on the Hell’s Canyon 
bill in the House committee. Not one Republi- 
can broke ranks, Not one remembered that the 
multiple purpose Herbert Hoover dam was ap- 
proved in the Coolidge Administration. Every 
one of the G.O.P. members followed the current 
White House line of implacable opposition. 


The Hell's Canyon public power bill, after 
passing the Senate a month ago, was defeated 
in the House committee by a combination of 14 
Republicans and two Southern Democrats. As 
the bill was rejected 16 to 14, the two Southern 
Democrats could have saved it—or any two of 
the Republicans. By this hairline margin, with 
several members not participating, have the 
American people been dealt a selfish blow. By 
this act has the House committee said that the 
last great water power site in the nation is to 
be turned over to a relatively small utility for 
inadequate development.

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Fluoridation for St. Louis County 

Fluoridation poses a technical public health 
question on which the County Council’s public 
health committee now has received the expert 
advice of the County Health Commissioner, Dr. 
Herbert R. Domke. Dr. Domke recommends 
that the Council order County Water Co. to 
fluoridate_in the interest of improved dental 
health of the area’s thousands of youngsters. 
That should be that. 

Unfortunately, this is a field in which elected 
public officials like the three Councilmen on 
the committee—Frank L. Martini, Maurice 
Abramson and Tom Dunne—sometimes find it 
difficult to see the forest for the trees. More 
individual opponents showed up at the hearing 
than proponents, and the opponents were 
vociferous. They also were laymen with no 
technical qualifications to make recommenda- 
tions. On the other hand, the qualified experts 
all favored fluoridation. ‘ These included repre- 
sentatives of the State Health Department, the 
Washington University Dental School and the 
local medical and dental societies. ,

were ill they would see a physician. If they... 


suffered from a toothache, they would see a 
dentist. If their’ homes .were burning they 
would call the fire department. With fluorida- 
tion they were under an obligation to consult 
with the Health Commissioner who, after all, 
is the appropriate tethnician in this case. . 
And having obtained his advice, they now are 
Ader. an . obligation to the people 
who elected them to act.on it. They haye the 
time and the opportunity’ to consult the experts 
and a corresponding obligation then te judge

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Assurance for Canada 

The United States, it is to be feared, has 
given the impression of taking Canada for 
granted. This implies no disrespect for the 
first of our “good neighbors,” nor any decline 
in appreciation of “the world's longest unguard- 
ed frontier.” But while assuming that Cana- 
dians are “just like us,” we have been inclined 
to pay too little attention to their activities and 
their sensibilities. « | 

Since this feeling has been growing in the 
last few years, it is well that Secretary of State 
Dulles decided to go to Ottawa for talks with 
the new Prime Minister, John Diefenbaker, and 
other Dominion officials. And it is to be hoped 
that Mr. Dulles will have more to offer than 
the customary generalities about good will— 
because the Canadians have specific grievances. 
_ Their complaints range all the way from the 
economic to the military. For example, Cana- 
dians are saying that United States interests 
are taking undue advantage of the Dominion’s 
postwar boom. They welcome industrial invest- 


ment, but they complain that too many new 
plants are merely subsidiaries of U.S. com- 


panies, staffed on the ‘upper levels exclusively 
by U.S. personnel, and sending mage of their 
profits “home” than are re-invested north of 
the border. They complain, too, of aggressive 
efforts to broaden the Canadian market for 
U.S. goods while no comparable market is 
offered to them. They are particularly an- 
noyed by the selling of our surplus wheat on 
the world market at prices lower than they 
deem profitable to Dominion farmers. 

The Canadians realize, of course, that mili- 
tary defense must be co-operative; and they 
participated in the building of some of the 


earlier radar installations near the Arctic circle.’ 


Others, however, were built exclusively by the 
United States, and virtually all are manned by 
U.S. troops. The maintenance of troops in an- 
other country always is touchy; and it has been 
aggravated in this case by the flying of the 
stars-and-stripes over some of these installa- 
tions without even the courtesy of running up 
the maple-leaf at its side. 

Not overly serious by themselves, these mat- 
ters in the aggregate have brought about that 
degree of discontent, rather than downright re- 
sentment, which played a part in the defeat of 
the Liberals and the meen, ty Premier 
St. Laurent by Mr. Diefenbaker. e néw man 
is expected to be somewhat less cordial toward 
Washington. 

An old friendship should be warmly culti- 
vated. Mr. Dulles hardly can dispel every 
Canadian grievance while in Ottawa. But he 
can indicate that suitable avenues of discussion 
and adjustment are open. He can make it 
clear that Washington values as much as ever 
the good will of the Dominion, that any seem- 
ing neglect stemmed only from preoccupation 
with pressing problems in other parts of the 
world, and that the United States really does 
not take Canada for granted. 
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Time for an Answer 

State Attorney General John M. Dalton has 
put the Riss & Co. truck line in a position 
where it is obliged to explain fee-evasion prac- 
tices in Missouri. 

Mr. Dalton filed suit in 1956 to oust the 
company from doing business in this state. 
Now, in a supporting brief, the Attorney Gen- 
eral accuses Riss of “studiously ignoring” the 
laws of Missouri. He charges that the company 
evaded payment of more than $300,000 in state 
truck fees in 1954 and 1955 by operating trac- 
tors and trailers in Missouri without Missouri 
licenses. Mr. Dalton counts 18,677 violations of 
state law in that time. 

Missourians will remember that Gov. Blair, 
when Lieutenant Governor, worked as an attor- 
ney for Riss. Missourians will remember that 
Riss was said to have offered a “deal” by which 
the company would license a certain number of 
its vehicles in this state in return for being 
permitted to operate other vehicles without 
Missouri licenses. And Missourians will remem- 
ber that they have to pay license fees for their 
autos and other vehicles. 

Blair has a special interest In seeing to 
it that there is not the faintest suspicion of 
any privileged position fgr his former client. 
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Foreign Aid in Trouble 

It can be presumed that a foreign aid bill 
of substance will finally be agreed on between 
House and Senate, but some of the House slashes 
may reduce the effectiveness of the program. 
This is deplorable’ from the standpoint of 
American leadership abroad, but it must be 
admitted that the Administration has failed to 
prove its case for foreign aid to the satisfaction 
of many Congressmen and their constituents. 

Part of the $747,000,000 which the House cut 
from the President’s requests undoubtedly will 
be restored in conference, so that a program of 
close to $3,500,000,000 is in prospect. Senator 
Fulbright, however, warns the White House that 
such a compromise cannot be taken for granted, 
and that only direct presidential intervention 
can avert deeper cuts.

In the planning of new policies to aid 
the farmer the Rural Development Pro- 
gram, now still in the experimental 
stage, may be expected to occupy an 
important place. 

This venture in co-operative rehabil- 
itation of depressed agricultural areas 
has gotten off to a slow start despite 
the President's enthusiasm for it in the 
legislative phate. No doubt that was 
inevitable because of its nature. It in- 
volves the co-operation of federal, state 
and local agencies along with many pri- 
vate community groups. 


Even the Administration’s rural de- 
velopment program committee is com- 
posed of the Under Secretaries of Agri- 
culture, Interior, Commerce, Labor, 
and Health; Education and Welfare, as 
well as the Small Business Adminis- 
trator and a member of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. To move such an 
unwieldy organization is a task in itself, 
and to date the teamwork leaves much 
to be desired. 


Nevertheless, rural development com- 
mittees have been organized in 43 
counties, and pilot projects are under 
way in 49 counties and eight other 
areas in 24 states. The aim in all cases 
is to encourage local initiative, 


Special effort is exerted to improve 
the productivity of farms that do not 
provide an ample living for their oc- 
cupants. In some instances income has 
been substantially increased by shift- 
ing farms in the South from cotton- 
growing to dairying. But it is also rec- 
ognized that, in many instances, the 
need is to move people off the f 
or provide them with part-time non- 
farm employment. 


If lack of education and r health 
are contributing to the mal of these 
communities, direct attacks upon those 
problems are contemplated. In some 
instances great improvements have fol- 
lowed the location of a new factory in 
a depressed farming section. Part- 
time jobs and higher incomes contrib- 
ute to the solution of many other prob- 
lems. The basic effort is to develop in 
these low-income areas a balanced 
economy. 

What the program needs most at this 
moment is a full-time executive who 
can direct the efforts of the many 
varied participants with a large meas- 
ure of imagination and inspiration. The 
President promised last October to 
name the best man he could find in 
this field, but the 1957 appropriation 
for this purpose was not sufficient to 
permit such an appointment. That de- 
ficiency has been corrected in the 1958 
budget. Urgently needed also is a 
spirit of accommodation among the 
agencies that are expected to contribute 
their technical assistance. 


The bilities of this venture are 
obviou great. With a little federal 
help, the depressed hunting and fishing 
communities in Alaska could be made 
independent once more through their 
arts and handicraft for which there is 
great demand. Indian reservations 
could be rescued from their poorhouse 
atmosphere, and hundreds of low-in- 
come geen areas could be made con- 
tributing ts in the national econ- 
omy. 

The venture seems to merit a great 
deal more drive than has been accorded 
it to date.
